Under the heading of “ MYSTICISM WITH PEN AND PENCIL,” the Westminster 
Gazette of September 7th, 1893, says :—“ There are those who love Walt Whitman down to his 
minutest mannerisms, but detest an imitator; and there are those whose worship of Blake carries 
with it an utter intolerance of every other mystic. But Mr. E. J. Ellis is among the few who 
profess to have found the key to Blake’s system ; and if the great visionary’s work is to be 
regarded in that light, and not at all as a body of wayward poetical imagery, it is inevitable that 
disciples should try to carry that work on, as Mr. Ellis does in this strange volume. To a 
mystic of sympathetic soul “ Seen in Three Days ” will doubtless be pregnant of meaning: 
there are many meanings which its pictured pages Buggest even to the complete uninitiate ; 
indeed, such a one is tempted to say that there is hardly anything in the heavens or earth or 
waters under the earth which he can certainly affirm that they do not mean. The smooth, 
sometimes melodious versification flows on from page to page, about dreams and souls and 
presences divine; and the mystic pictures accompany them in keeping with the key-note vision, 
Blakcsque enough in its conception, of twin figures stepping down a ladder of outstretched 
wings—the one, Dumb-show, bandaged as to his mouth ; the other, Blind-words, bandaged as to 
his eyes. But the average reader soon begins to feel bandaged all over. Yet the figures in the 
pictures are clearly embodied enough. The author has given one odds by subjecting himself to 
the use of pen and pencil both. However aerial his speculations, he has had to clothe them in 
what his master called the human form divine, and the merest tyro at mysticism can take 
pleasure in the fine and expressive drawing of many of the figures. No one, indeed, can make 
the human body look as if it were built to fly without wings, as Blake made it look But 
Mr. Ellis’s winged beings are not without a kind of vraisemblanee of their own. We confess 
we should have much preferred the text in plain print. To dribble it along in rather untidy 
manuscript is to handicap the long-suffering reader unnecessarily.”

The eminent Bible collector, Dr. Ginsburg, bought in 1870 the imperfect Dix copy 
for £6. 17s 6d. There is no completing an imperfect copy except by facsimile. 

This truly magnificent edition of the Holy Scriptures is usually called “The 
Bishops’ Bible,” and was published by the great care and labour and expense of 
Archbishop Parker ; and for a full account of it see his life by Strype. 

Copies are very rarely found perfect, or even in tolerable condition, but the frontis¬ 
piece is excessively rare. 

In this second edition are two versions of the Psalter : that of the Great Bible in 
black letter, and a new one in Roman. There are also many alterations and variations 
from the first, which render it very desirable. 

As curious illustrations for a Bible, one of the ornamental letters exhibits Leda 
and the Swan, and several of the others are taken from subjects in Ovid’s Metamor¬ 
phoses.

The existence of a second edition has not before been pointed out. It was perhaps 
printed in 1569, so as to justify the error in the colophon of the first ; and the types 
(which are not always identical in the two editions) seem to have had twenty years 
wear between the two issues. 

Variations in spelling abound throughout, but a few of the more obvious distinctions 
may here be noted. In the first edition the letterpress initials beneath the woodcut 
border of the title are T.B., in the second edition they are T.P. The small leaf- 
ornament beneath the words “ The praise of Folie ” hangs downwards in the first 
edition ; it is pointed upwards in the second. Notwithstanding the varieties in the 
impression of the two books, they are so much alike, corresponding page for page and 
line for line, that it would seem as though the second were intended to pass for the 
original issue.

The author, Daniel O’Daly, was a Dominican friar, a native of Kerry. On his ordina¬ 
tion he assumed the name of Dominions k Rosario. He lived for a time in the convent 
of Tralee, but was educated chiefly in Flanders ; from whence he was invited to Lisbon, 
in the reign of Philip IV, King of Spain, who then possessed Portugal. O’Daly being 
a man of good address, soon became a favourite of the Duchess of Mantua, who governed 
Portugal then, by whose encouragement the New College, called Corpo Santo, was 
carried on with great success ; and when finished he was made first rector of it. He 
afterwards founded a monastery for Irish Dominican nuns at Lisbon, called the Convent 
of Bom Successo. When Portugal had thrown off the Spanish yoke and the Duke of 
Braganza was advanced to the throne, O’Daly was appointed confessor to the new queen; 
and was in such esteem with the king, that he employed him in many weighty affairs 
during his reign, in 1655. He was sent Ambassador to Lewis XIV, on the death of the 
king in the foliowring year. He celebrated the son’s accession to the throne in Paris 
with great solemnity, etc. See an interesting little volume entitled “ the Tour of M. de 
la Boullaye le Qouz in lrela/nd , in 1644.”

The “ Chiushingura "is, or at least was, one of the most popular and best-known 
romances in Japan. It is easy to understand why such should be the case, the main 
object of the tale being to glorify “ Chiusbin ” or loyal-heartedness, the supreme virtue 
of the Bushi class under the old order of thing that passed away with the year 1868. 
The story is, as a mere story, not unskilfully constructed, and the variety of its incidents 
is sufficient to interest the reader of the sensation novels of the period ; while to those
